Low, 25, won this 
year's coveted Gold 
Medal in one of the 
closest counts on record.

Low tied in the count 
with young Taringa Rov- 
ers defender Mark Gil- 
bert. Both scored 18 
points over the season 
But Low, who had a 


tireless season for Oly! 
pic United, won the 
medal on a countback — 
under the rules of the 
competition in the event 
of a tie 

Low had gained a full 
three point vote alloca- 
tion in four games dur- 
ing the year while Gil- 
bert had gained the re- 
feree’s top vote on three 
occasions. 

As the excited crowd 
rose to applaud Low's 
exciting win, the tiny 
striker forced his way 
through the back-slap- 
ped crowd to find Gil- 
bert and shake his hand 
solidly 

“At the moment I feel 
sorry for Mark but great 
for myself,” Low said 
after receiving the medal 
from Rothman's Des 


Hancock 

“T's been a great year 
for me. I was picked in 
the Brisbane team, 
helped Olympic avoid 
relegation, I got married 
and now I have won 
this," he said. 

Low's tally of 18 
points was the second 
lowest winning total on 
record, which indicated 
the closeness of this 
year’s medal race 

Low and Gilbert 
finished one point ahead 
of Grange Thistle cap- 
tain Steve Dolan and 
talented Mount Gravatt 
midfielder Martin Kir- 
sopp. Low's team-mate 
Chris Fegan was two 
points away in fifth with

“And of course I have 
to give Olympic a chance 
to make an offer as 
well.” 

Low, who returned 
from holidays on the 
Gold Coast to receive the 
medal, was not the only 
NSL club’s target among 
the leading vote-grab- 
bers. Brisbane City im- 
mediately declared their 
interest in Ipswich Un- 
ited’s flier Peter Vogler 
while Lions expressed 
an interest in Mount 
ravatt’s Martin Kir- 
sopp. But at this stage 
neither player has indi- 
cated he will be party to a 
move — although the off- 
season transfer merry- 
go-round has just 
started.

OUR series continues this week as we take a look at the 
coaches role in learning, how a coach should keep his 
training sessions simple and at the length of training 
required for the various age groups. 

Learning 


People who accept a coaching role often have difficulty in teaching techniques of the 
sport. Here are some ideas on how to approach the technique instruction component of 


together. Itis generally accepted that skills means performing the technique successfully 
in a competitive situation. This can only happen when technique is mastered. 


‘Most movements can 
1, BEFORE 
|2. DURING 
3. AFTER 


Here is an example from soccer: 


Teaching the long lofted pass 


BEFORE 
© Approach the ball at an angle of 45° 
@ Place non-kicking foot approximately 15cm from the ball. 


DURING 
© Strike the bottom of the ball, using the instep (laces), keeping the ankle locked. 
‘© Keep eyes on the ball, and head steady. 


AFTER 
‘© Take a full follow through in the direction you want the ball to go. 
© Move off to take up a new position dependent upon the result of the kick. 
Once a reasonalbe level of technique has been acquired, athletes should put the tech- 


nique into practice in a “competition-like” situation. This will assist the athletes in the 
transition from technique to skill. 


Children can easily be overwhelmed by the information presented by the coach. The 
coach has an important role to REDUCE the amount of information presented at any 
ONE TIME. 4

Itis important to: + ore F 
© Know the athletes’ technique before commencing instruction. — 

‘© Give clear demonstration, with meaningful and simple language. 

© Reduce the amount of information. 

© Distribute practice with ample rest. 

© Make practice as specific or game-like as possible. 

© Involve slow motion practice to improve accuracy, if necessary. 

© Provide feedback as soon after performance as possible. 

‘© Avoid frequent interruptions of the practice. 

© Avoid negative feedback. 


Itis important that the length and complexity of sessions be varied according to the age 
of children. 


6-8 YEAR OLDS have low energy capacity and short attention span. The 
session should be no longer than 20-30 minutes, with each specific topic beingno 
Jonger than 5 minutes. 


Opportunity should be given to explore basic skills, with emphasis on general 
motor skill development. Children in a variety of situations should have opp- 
ortunity to develop balance, agility, co-ordination and speed through ball handling 
and other activities. 


8-9 YEAR OLDS have an increased capacity for work, and ability concentrate 
for longer periods of time. Each practice for this group should extend for 30-40 
minutes and each specific activity for no longer than 7 minutes. 

Children at this stage should be taught fundamental skills and be introduced to 
partner work. General motor abilities of speed, agility, strength and co-ordination 
should be emphasized in complex game situations incorporating ball skills.
